Tbe Registraliou of Titles Bill. 

It is one ot the prerogativos of an 
irrepponaiblo Government to do exactly 
as it pleases without refevonco to tbe 
popular wish or the object for wliiobj 
theoretically at least, all Govern- 
ments are supposed lo exist. Notwilb- 
■ ^ iBtandiDg this fact nno would nuturally 
iuppoae that the powers that be would 
not be unambiiioua of so exercising tbeir 
Baporior rights as to acquire and enjoy 
^j' . jk , reputation ior that dignified wisdom 
i^ai that oonaideralion for the publio 
welfare which alone can win for thorn 
the refpect and confidence of the peo- 

!)le. EBpeciully might such conduct be 
ouked for at a period Mke_,lbo prfjsent 
when the chronic disBatisfactibn of tbe 
pbbHo with tho constitution of the 
GoverDtnent bas cultninatcd in tlio load 
aqd general cry for Ee-'ponHiblo Gov- 
crDtnent. Bearing in niii.d that, on the 
' one band, such a display of liberality and 
. ; fiimulaicd deference to public feeling, 
in reepcct of the very inn port ant mea«- 
uroi^Wbich we are about to allude lo, 
■•L^ - oould not affect in the leost dcfrreo uuy 
ot the cardinal features in the Govoi n 
il' ment policy— euoh as keeping up ibo 
eximicg establishments, defeating all at- 
ttmpis at reirenchment and providing 
lor the due payment of all iho t fiici:ilB — 
, ii.> a and tbatj .oD the. other band, it migbt, 
'" 'happily, 'Wn'd^' in" •'"^ymo""^ to 
make the Qovorntnont popular and 
cause the cry fur a chungo in its 
form to abate, it is diffiLult to under- 
stand why our official Btiiioamen have 
KO capriciously wielded their power. A 
bill reepeoiing the transfer of reales- 
'' 'tate and registration of titles passed 
the necessary readings in the lato sca- 
liou of the Counoil. It now awaits tbe 
assent only of His Excelleuoy to become 
law. It may easily he ceuceived that 
such a measure invited and received ibc 
serious consideraiton of the principal 
realeaiate owners in the colony as well 
as that of the legal prolestiou. Tho re- 
sult of sneh oonHideration was that all 
concerned united in condemning the 
system embodied in ibo 1)111 as unBounii 
and uneuited to tbe rcquiroinents of t,be 
colony. Accordingly the prpnlar mem- 
bers resisted the measure until they 
iound that it waa in reality a Qovorn- 
meat Bchemt, and then, aeei.Tjrihal op- 
osition w«s uselesi^, several of them ab- 
' stained from taking any part in the (lis- 
pussion. The Hon ]VlrI)rako poinud 
oat time and again tho obscurity of 
some parts of the system, and by dint of 
baid exertion succeeded in iunoducliig 
some amendments that have the < flvut 
of rendering tbe bill less injurious than 
it wonid otherwise have been. In hm 
efforts to defeat the measure he was 
,. inpporied by a nnmerouhly and respect- 
' " ' ably signed petition to the (Jouucil — but 
nothing availed; as we have said, Hit- 
bill passed its several rcadingn. So 
strongly was it felt, however, that tUe 
■cheme was tborcoghly bad, that two ot 
the Banks of the city have requo:iiod 
their legal advisurs to report their opinion 
on the subject, and ibey have done so 
We have lieeu favored with a perusal ot 
a copy of their leport — which, by ibt 
way, is a very luminous and able docu- 
ment. It is not necesstiry to spuciiy 
in this arliole the many and biiiiou- 
de!eois in the bill, which are pointed 
out in the report in quostion, It suf- 
fices to say that upon tho strength ( f it 
a nuihber of influential properiybolders
